O m a h a, April 10;h.—The river han fallen 
here about three iuchee. 
It was reported 
etationary at Sioux City last night, and rising 
there to day, and al-o th at it has risen over 
nine feet at Y anktdn since yesterday after­ 
noon ; but these reports lack confirmation. 
The Omaha lumbermen have been fishing 
out their lumber all day with large gangs of 
men, and hauling it to higli ground. 
They 
fear another rise, which would sweep ai! their 
stock away. 
No Eastern trains were able to 
reach the Union Pacific transfer to-day. 
They, however, managed to get into their 
local depots at Council Bluff-, between which 
and the transfer depot the distance is over 
two miles, and the intervening space is 
inundated to the depth of from two to four 
feet. Passengers desiring to reach Omaha, 
or take the Union Pacific train for the west, 
were obliged to go in small boats to the trans­ 
fer depot, 
the boatmen charging all the 
way from 81 to 810 per trip. One man with a 
small boat made $150 to-day. 
On reaching 
the transfer depot the passengers, to reach 
the transfer train for Omaha, had to walk 
across a pontoon bridge of Hat cars for about 
a quarter of a mile, as there is a broa 1 and 
deep stream running paet the west side of 
the 
depot. 
There 
were 
comparatively 
few passengers 
who 
cared 
to 
make 
the 
passage 
of 
the 
double 
transfer, 
to-day. 
The eastern train nearly came into 
Council Bluffs over the Chicago and Rock 
Island road, which they struck at A tlantic. 
The passengers of the Chicago and N orth­ 
western trains were transported into Council 
Bluffs with wagons, having to travel two or 
three miles in this way. 
The Union Pacific 
west-bound express left Omaha this evening 
at G o'clock, w ith a light load. 
The passen­ 
gers who arrived on the east-bound Union 
Pacific express are detained here to-night. 
The baggage, mail and express are being 
transferred to-night, to be ready for to­ 
morrow afternoon’s east-bound trains. 
The 
U nion Pacific Hotel 
at the transfer is 
Hooded throughout the basement. The engine 
fires have been put out and the gas extin­ 
guished. causing great inconvenience by a 
suspension of business to the house. 
A large portion of Council Bluffs continues 
to be submerged. 
A t least 500 persons have 
abandoned their houses and are being cared 
for at the Court-house and at Bloom k Dix­ 
on’s Opera House, and are being fed at the 
city’s expense. 
Tne business part of the city 
is not inundated. 
All the tracks on the fiat 
are submerged, and some are badly washed 
out. 
A great many freight cars are more or 
less under water, and some have tumbled 
over on their sides. 
A fall of the water is 
being anxiously waited for by both Omaha 
and Council Bluffs. 
A t Omaha fears are yet entertained for the 
safety of the U nion Pacific shops, smelting 
works, lumber yards, distillery, etc., and also 
for all the levee itself, as it is believed that 
the falling waters, with strong currents, will 
cut the ground and wash it out and undtr- 
rnine the buildings, tracks, etc. 
It snowed all night here. 
The storm ex­ 
tended as far west as K earney—about 200 
miles. 
The snow is two or three inches deep.

THE TRIAL OP THE REGICIDES. 


S t. P e te r sb u r g, April 9th.—In the trial 
of the Nihilists implicated in the assassi­ 
nation oflthe Czar, after the reading of the in­ 
dictm ents was concluded, the President of the 
Conrt asked the prisoners whether 
they 
wished to say anything. 
Roussakoff, who 
threw one of the bombs, spoke for half au 
hour. He said he prim arily desired to agitate 
peacefully, but he entered into the late con­ 
spiracy, seeing no other way out of the social 
trouble. 
Michaeloff, who was arrested as he 
entered RoussakofPs house, said he belonged 
to the Terrorist faction of the party, but 
denied RoussakotTs statem ent th at he partici­ 
pated in the arrangement for the m urder of 
the Czar. 
Hessy Helfinann acknowledged 
th at she kept a conspirators' lodging-house, 
which was the depot for their implements, 
but denied having actively participated in the 
Czar’s assassination. 
Kebaltscliilisch, the 
bomb maker, avowed his connection with 
the Will-of-tlie-People party. 
Their wish, 
he said, was to gain their objects by a peaceful 
propaganda, but they were reluctantly obliged 
to adopt terrorist measures. 
Ho adm itted 
preparing five bombs. 
Sophie Pieffosky ac­ 
knowledged 
her 
participation 
in 
the 
preparation 
of 
the 
Moscow 
mine and 
in 
the 
murder 
of 
the Czar. 
Jelia- 
boff, who is the most intelligent of the 
prisoners, fluently related, with diaboiieil 
satisfaction, the history of the two Alexau- 
drofeky mines. 
He said he was at the head 
of one group of the party, and was charged 
by the Executive Committee with the work 
of organizing the attack by bombs, and was 
connected with the Sedowa-street mine as a 
worker. 
A fter these declarations the prose­ 
cutor stated that it would perhaps be possi­ 
ble to shorten the trials. 
Jeliaboff, in his 
statem ent, attem pted to extenuate the cases 
of Roussakoff and Michaeloff, by asserting 
th at the former was only a propagandist 
among the workmen, and knew nothing of 
the arrangem ent for the murder of the Czar 
until the day of its accomplishment, and that 
he was entirely unconnected with the crime. 
Jeliaboff showed great skill in cross-examin­ 
ing the witnes.-e-, and succeeded in utterly 
confusing one of them. 
To-day’s sitting is being consumed in hear­ 
ing the speeches for the prosecution. 
In the 
center of the Court-room are various arti­ 
cles, which are tangible evidences against 
the prisoners, such as boxes of dynamite, 
papers of chemicals, apparatus, etc., placed 
on a table and guarded by gendarmes with 
drawn swords. 
The prisoners are all attired 
iu black. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.[ 
S t. P e t e r s b u r g , A pril 10th.—A t the trial 
of the Nihilists Saturday, assistant prose­ 
cutor Muravieff strongly denouuced the revo­ 
lutionary doctrines and deeds avowed by the 
accused, demanded the severest penalty for 
all implicated, and concluded by declaring 
th at the fidelity of the people to the Im perial 
throne was unshaken, and th at the efforts of 
the terrorism party in this direction had 
proven absolutely abortive. 
The prisoners 
listened unmoved. Jeliaboff and Kihaltschitz 
took notes. 
A fter the recess counsel for de­ 
fense spoke two hours. Jeliaboff spoke iu his 
own behalf. 
He was several times inter­ 
rupted by the presiding Judge. W hen Jelia­ 
boff finished the Court asked the accused if 
they had any further defense to urge, and 
they re; died in the negative. 
The Court re­ 
tired for consultation, and returned at 12:30 
this morning. 
Twenty-four questions, form­ 
ulated for determination concerning the pris­ 
oners’ guilt, were then read, and the Court 
again retired to consider a verdict. 
A fter 
three hours’ deliberation they returned at 
6:20 A. M. with a verdict of guilty against all, 
and sentence of death by hanging was pro­ 
nounced. 
Sophie Pieffosky’s sentence will 
be submitted to the Czar for confirmation, 
because she is of noble birth.

GRAPHIC ACCOUNT OK THE SITUATION AT CHIOS 
I xjn'Don, April 10th.—A correspondent at 
Chios telegraphs, under date of the 7th, as 
follows: 
I have just arrived here from Con­ 
stantinople, and find a picture of desolation 
inch as was rarely witnessed. 
The town 
looks as if it had been terribly bombarded. 
Hundreds of houses are transformed into a 
shapsless mass of ruins, under which lie 
buried an unknown number of victims. 
A 
m ajority of the remaining houses are already 
cracked ami roofless, and may fall at any 
moment. 
N early every building in the town 
has Euffered more or iess. 
The inhabitants 
wander about, anxious to search for missing 
relatives or lost property buried, but are 
afraid to risk their lives in the perilous work 
of clearing away the rubbish. 
M any who 
are willing to expose themselves to danger 
are prevented by friends or by the police. 


FEAR, GRIEF AND DESPAIR 
Are depicted on nearly every face. 
N early 
all have some tragic tale to tell. 
The first 
shock was felt Sunday afternoon about half­ 
past 1 o’clock, and immediately the houses 
began to fall. 
W ild shrieks were heard ev­ 
erywhere, and then followed an awful silence 
of some minutes. 
The terrified survivors 
gradually ventured into the narrow lanes and 
reached open spaces. 
Shortly afterward an­ 
other terrible shock completed the devasta­ 
tion. 
.-Vil night the shocks succeeded each 
other at short intervals, each one ['receded 
by dull sounds like subterranean explosions. 
Since th at frequent shocks have been felt. A 
few moments age, while writing the present 
dispatch, I distinctly heard an explosion, and 


FELT THE EARTH TREMBLE, 
But as I am under canvas I have nothing to 
fear. 
The old Genoese fortress, containing 
about 400 houses, inhabited bj- Musselmans 
and Jews, suffered more than the rest of the 
town. 
The ground there sank about half a 
meter, and nearly all the houses were imme­ 
diately destroyed, and several hundred per­ 
sons must have perished.

the relief of the sufferers. 
I visited Chesme 
this afternoon. 
Only about ten inhabitants 
were killed, but many house.- were in ruins, 
and many were dilapidated. 
The M ayor 
assured me three-fourths of the houses are in 
a dangerous condition. 
The inhabitants are 
afraid to live in those which are uninjured, 
for every night since Sunday frequent shocks 
have been felt. 
N early all prefer to camp 
out, as the weather is fine. 
The hardship in 
this res¡>ect is not great. 
I t is said through­ 
out the district not less than 30,000 people are 
WITHOUT SHELTER. 
In K astro the work of extricating the bodies 
and attending the wounded is progressing 
satisfactorily, but the stifling odor in the 
vicinity of many of the ruins proves the oper­ 
ation is far from complete. 
On the other 
hand, some wonderful escapes have occurred. 
One woman was buried under the ruins fifty- 
two hours, and at last was rescued, having 
given birth in the meantime to a child. 
The 
child is dead, but the mother is doing well. 


MEDICAL COMMISSION. 
Scio, A pril 9th.—A Medical Commission 
is now sitting to consider the expediency of 
covering the rubbish in the fortress with 
earth, as there is no hope of saving any lives, 
and the disinterm ent of the dead might cause 
an epidemic. I t is now believed that through­ 
out the whole island, which contained 70,000 
inhabitants, 0,000 or 7,000 were killed, and 
25 per cent, of the survivors wounded.

French, British, U nited States and Austrian 
gun vessels in the harbor are doing all in their 
power to assist the authorities in the work of 
relief. 
Only ten of the inhabitants of Chosne 
were killed.

So far as can be perceived it embraces 
| nothing like a dignified and intelligent ex­ 
amination of the principles aud fac's, but is 
simply a reckless gathering up of whatever 
loose and irresponsible accusations caine to 
hand. 
The character of the reply may be 
fairly gauged by the fact that nearly all 
the specific charges of discrimination con­ 
tained in it rest upon the authority of ex­ 
Congressman Daggett. 
Now Mr. Daggett 
either never did know anything about the 
railroad question or never could discuss it 
candidly. 
No public man has made him­ 
self responsible for more gross and sw eep­ 
ing misstatements and misrepresentations, in 
fact, andeven Judge Black m ight have taken 
lessons from him in the art of substituting 
fiction for fact. 
The specific instances of 
discrimination cited from Mr. Daggett’s 
speeches by the committee are in many 
cases neither more nor less than ’.¡lustra­ 
tions of the unavoidable differences 
of 
rate between competitive and non-com­ 
petitive points. 
The principle which un­ 
derlies these differences is as inseparable 
from the science of transportation as the 
law of gravitation is from physics, but it 
is clear that the New York Chamber of 
Commerce has never taken the trouble to 
investigate this subject for itself, and that 
it has been as willing as the lowest dema­ 
gogue whose 
falsehoods and fallacies it 
adopts and retails, to have recourse to 


these devices. 
W hat the committee means by saying 
that Governor Stanford alleges it to be 
“ no worse for railroads to contribute to 
“ control nominations or elections than for 
“ individuals,’’ we do not know. 
What 
we do know, however, is that Governor 
Stanford never said anything of the kind 
in Ids letter, and that if such a statement 
is ascribed to him it is an impudent forgery. 
The committee observes that “ regarding 
“ the denunciation of the decisions of the 
“ Supreme Court of the United States by 
“ President Stanford, it is useless to argue.” 
That is the first gleam of common sense 
the committee has exhibited. 
It is cer­ 
tainly quite useless for them, or such as 
them, to attempt 
an argument against 
what Governor Stanford has said on this 
subject, for the sufficient reason that they 
are not capable of making any effective re­ 
ply. 
They may, however, think it worth 
consideration that Governor Stanford is 
not alone in believing the decisions cited to 
be equally fallacious and mischievous. The 
same view is held concerning them by 
many of the ablest jurists in the country, 
and we venture to assert that no intelligent 
man who examines them dispassionately 
can fail to become convinced that they are 
contrary alike to every principle of equity, 
and to a sound public policy. 
If the Chamber of Commerce possessed 
the intelligence to be expected in such a 
body, it would have realized long ago that 
the decision in the case of Mann vg. Illi­ 
nois affects merchants quite as much as 
common carriers and corporations. 
They 
would have perceived that under that de­ 
cision the right of ownership and control 
over every description of private property is 
denied and abrogated, and that the doc­ 
trine of the Court establishes a condition 
of things in which the only barrier against 
wholesale regulation of all occupations and 
businesses whatever consists in the caprice 
of the Legislature. 
The truth is that the 
Supreme Court, being desirous of catering 
to the Granger agitation of the time, and,

HELD FOR MURDER AT GRASS VALLEY. 


Eds. RecOBD-Unioji : Permit me to cor­ 
rect a possible misapprehension as to the re­ 
port of Friday night’s proceedings of the 
Board of Education regarding the plan of 
promotion proposed by the Principals. 
I 
have already expressed decided views in fa­ 
vor ot ab dishing these annual examinations 
and of promoting pupils up u the recom­ 
mendations of their teachers, as may be seen 
by reference to past iesues of the Recobd- 
U NX on. 
I have been advocating the plan at 
teachers’ institutes anil in conversation with 
teachers generally for several years past. 
In 
my annual report to the Board of Education 
1 opposed these annual examinations for pro­ 
motion, upon the ground, first, that they are 
a loss of time to the pupils, for at the close of 
the school year from two to three weeks that 
might be profitably employed by tht-m in 
study aud review arc occupied in conducting 
these examinations. I ’ wo teachers are requii e l 
to be present iu each cla.-s-room ; hence half 
the classes are dismissed for a week pendiug 
the examination of the other half. 
Then this 
other haif i. dismissed for a week while the 
Tret haif is passing through the exam­ 
ination, and another week is spent in this 
examination, 
'then finally, after the papers 
are ali credited, the credits summed up, and 
t-.e successes and failures of the various pu­ 
pils and ehi-sts discussed and rediscusseil, the 
certificates ai.d diplomas are assorted, and all 
the successful pupils reasieiuMe to receive 
them, alter which they are dismissed, to be 
called in again in a week or two to commence 
the work of the next school year. 
But this 
L not ail. 
To this time occupied iu con­ 
ducting aud closing tiie examinations must be 
added the time devoted to “ cramming for 
examinations,” which 
usually commences 
with the final review, and lasts from six to 
eight week.-. 
I al-.o objected to these annual examina­ 
tions, becau-e they arc a useless ex - -cure to 
t‘:e city’. 
Each ol them entails a needless 
outlay for advertising, printing and station­ 
ery, ana usually lor the employment of “ out- 
slde ” teachers to assist iñ the work of exam­ 
ination. 
Besides, during the time devoted to 
them the pay-r il amounts to about $:í,t¡00, 
saying nothing of the time devoted to cram­ 
ming 1 fore the commencement of the ex­ 
aminations. 
Leaving out this last consider­ 
ation we have an average expense chargeable 
to each of these examinations for—

Another objection that I have to these ex­ 
aminations is that cramming and superficial­ 
ity are evils that invariably attend them in a 
greater or le-s degree. 
Tt ey are by many 
pupils regarded in the light of dreadful or­ 
deals. 
Such pupils are in a state of nervous 
agitation for several weeks preceding the ex­ 
amination, and not a few feign iliness, while 
others [day truuut to escape the infliction. A 
large number attempt to recover hist oppor­ 
tunities and make up for past delinquencies 
by devoting to “ stuffing” the time that 
should be occupied in tl-sep and recreation. 
They are thus kepi intensely anxious until 
the ordeal is past, when there is a reaction 
that nearly prostrab s a few and leaves many 
others so worn out that Several weeks are 
mede l to restoie them to the proper condi­ 
tion for resuming their studies. 
The reotless- 
nr.-s, fretting', worrying and undue excíte­ 
lo at cause-’, by the fear of failure tends more 
to exhaust the pupils than does the usual 
amount of yearly v, rk imposed upon them.

CALIFORNIA LEGISLATURE. 


FIRST EXTRA SESSION—SIXTH DAT. 


SENATE. 


Sacramento, April 9 ,1S81. 
Th. «p.ntc was called to order at 10 o’clock. 
President Mansfield iu the chair. Roll called and a 
nrescnt. Minutes read and approved. 
M r J o h n s o n i n t r o d u c e d a biU to divide t h e State 
i n t o Assembly districts. Referred to Committee on 


AS id " r a t'i'm of S. R. 4 was resumed 
The bill 
was discussed until li:35. when, on motion of Mr. 
D ic k in s o n , the Senate took a recess uutd 1:30. 
A fternoon Session. 
At 1:30 there being «o quorum present, Mr. 
Ion n**05 moved to adjourn until 2 o’clock Monday. 
The roli was called and the motion lost. During 
roll call sufficient Senators put in an appearance to 
make a quorum and the Senate proceeded with the 
consideration of S. B. 4. 
Thus far thirty-five of the fifty -five sections hare 
been acted on, and amendments made as follows : 
The section as to what constitutes roads, by addin? 
-or made such in actions for real property.” The 
section re’ating to planting trees, by allowing 
owner to plant trees “ in and along said highway. 
The section relating to the division of counties into 
road districts, by allowing Board of Supervisors 
to “ change the boundaries”; and also prohibits 
the Supervisors- from receiving compensation for 
services as Road Commissioners. The section rela­ 
tive to appointment of ltoad Overseers, by limiting 
the term of office during the pleasure of the Board, 
and allowing the Board to fill vacancies without pe­ 
tition. The section relating to recording to include 
such as have been declared roads by process of law. 
The compensation of Road Overseers was reduced 
from three dollars to two dollars and fifty cents per 
day, and time limited to seventy-five days per year 
for which he can draw pay. The section relating to 
setting apart a general road fund was made com­ 
pulsory instead of jiermissive. The section relative 
to petitioning for a road, by limiting the consent 
to 
those 
owners 
of 
land 
who 
can 
be 
found. The bond 
accompanying 
the 
petition 
is to be approved by the Chairman instead 
of the full Board of Supervisors. The section rela­ 
tive to viewing roads strikes out the provision re­ 
quiring it to be in accordance with the description in 
the petition. 
The section requiring viewers to 
notify owners was limited to resident owners or 
agents. The section relative to compensation of 
surveyor was a Tended by striking out his legal fees 
and allowing him S3 per day. The section relative 
to the notice required to be give»*, by requiring a 
notice to be posted at the Court-house in addition 
to the one on the land. The sectiou relating to 
awards granted, by limiting the time for acceptance 
to ten days. The section relative to opening roads 
for the use of private parties was struck out and the 
present Code section on that subject substituted. 
In addition to the above amendments, Section 
1633, relative to the collection of poll taxes, was 
temporarily passed to allow amendments to be 
made. 
. 
. 
Mr. J ohnson offered the following as a substitute 
for the section in the bill, and it was referred to the 
Judiciary Committee with instructions to report 
Monday morning. 
. 
Section 2637. The road poll tax herein provided 
for must not be levied or collected from the inhabi­ 
tants of incorporated towns or cities which by 
municipal authority levy taxes for the streets and 
alleys thereof. 
Bridges crossing the line between 
incorporated cities or towns and road districts must 
be constructed by said cities or towns, and the road 
fund of the road districts into which such bridges 
reach, proportion ally. Eighty per cent of the prop­ 
erty tax herein provided for, collected from incorpo­ 
rated cities or towns, must be paid by the Treasurer 
of the county as fast as collected to the Treasurer of 
the said incorporated cities or towns, and shall be 
applied by the Council or Bo^rd of Trustees or other 
legislative power of said cities or towns in repair­ 
ing, maintaining, graveling, paving or planking 
streets or alleys in slid cities or towns. 
Mr. C0K6RR asked leave to introduce a resolution, 
to which objection was made. 
At 2:30 M r. Johnson moved to adjourn. 
Lost by 
a veto of 10 to 15. 
Mr. Johnson moved a suspension of the rules to 
allow Mr. Conger to introduce a resolution. Car­ 
ried, Yy a vote of 17 to 7. 
Mr Conger’s resolution provided for the payment 
of $25 to each Senator for contingent expenses, to 
be paid out of the Senate contingent fund. 
Re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Contingent Expenses. 
At 2:55 Mr. J ohnson moved to adjourn until 2 
o’clock Monday. 
Mr. Davis moved to adjourn, which motion pre­ 
vailed, and the President declared the Senate ad­ 
journed until 10 o’clock on Monday.

A few days ago I prom ised to tell you 
som ething about 
reporters. 
Y ou have 
learned already w hat easy tim es they have ; 
but often those who have th e best chances 
in this w orld do not seem to appreciate th e 
fact, and som etim es a reporter gets this 
w ay and th in k s his salary ought to be 
raised. 
So he speaks to the editor about 
it. 
E ditors are very liberal men. 
M any of them do not th in k any more of 
a dollar than some men do of th eir lives, 
b u t they know th a t if the reporters were 
paid too m uch they would save their money 
and buy the paper, and th en the editors 
would have to be like the C hinese—they 
would have to go. 
So, in self-protection, 
they are obliged to keep the salaries of re­ 
porters a t §5,000 or §0,000 a year. 
They 
hate to do this, h ut self-preservation is the 
first law of editors as well as of nature. 
Many editors preserve them selves so well 
th a t the reporters never buy them out. 
B ut editors are kind-hearted. Mr. Dana, 
of th e N ew Y ork Sun, once heard th a t a 
horse w hich had been very fast, hu t which 
everybody thought played out, was going 
to be sold a t auction by his m aster. 
So he 
sent around and bought the poor horse for 
§4,000. 
The n ext sum m er ho p u t him in 
a big race, “ ju st fo rfu n ,” everybody said. 
There were a great m any noted horses in 
this race, and men bet ’large sum s of money 
on them , M r. D ana’s horse only bringing 
§1 in $50 pools. 
B ut he won the race and 
all the m oney th a t w as bet. 
This is called 
“ paralyzing th e pool-box.” 
So you see 
th a t the fairies are kind to those who do 
good. 
Some good stories are told about report­ 
ers. 
Once a young m an who had gradu­ 
ated a t H arvard 
College, 
and was a 
splendid scholar in baseball and rowing, 
came to a large w estern city and hired out 
to be a reporter. 
The next day the editor 
sent him to an inquest. 
H e came back to 
the office at night w ith enough inanuecript 
to m ake a book. 
The editor gave this to 
an experienced reporter and said : 
“ C ut 
th at down to a stickful.’’ 
A fter a while 
he w ent over to w here th e experienced 
reporter was sitting and said : 
“ How did 
th a t new duck manage w ith th e in q u est?” 
“ O h,” said th e experienced reporter, “ he 
got everything except the v erd ict.” 
And 
then th e other reporters th a t were sitting 
around laughed heartily, b u t th e editor 
only let drop a few w ords of tropical 
w arm th, and discharged the new reporter, 
who was very m uch surprised to see th at 
the paper continued to come out regularly 
after he had left it to its fate. 
N ew reporters alw ays tell everybody 
th at th ey are “ journalists,” b u t the old 
ones call them deck-hands. 
New report­ 
ers alw ays th in k they know everything, 
and in some offices it is custom ary to put a 
dish of salt on a new reporter’s desk. 
This 
is a delicate way of telling him th a t he is 
too fresh. 
R eporters never like to h u rt 
anybody’s feelings. 
Once an editor in 
Cincinnati hired a reporter in Chicago to 
do some work for his paper. 
A fter awhile 
the reporter forgot to send anything about 
an im portant m atter, w hich m ade the 
editor very angry. 
So he sent a dispatch 
to the reporter, saying, “ You are dis­ 
charged. 
W hy did you get left ou th at 
m urder? 
A nsw er.” 
W hen th e reporter 
read this he laughed to him self and s; id : 
“ I w onder if th a t old plum thinks he can 
get the best of me ? ” 
So he w rote the 
longest kind of answer, 
explaining all 
about th e m atter, and closed by saying he 
had been discharged, because he disliked 
to he connected w ith a paper th a t allowed 
itself to get scooped. 
It took 1,750 words 
to say this, and, as it was sent by tele­ 
graph, the C incinnati editor had a p retty 
big bill to pay. 
B ut it tau g h t him never 
to ask for explanations by telegraph again, 
and th a t Chicago reporters were p retty 
liable to keep up w ith the procession.

L ist Sunday th a t clergym an 
adm inistered the sacram ent as usual, re­ 
gardless of the consequences, having previ­ 
ously announced to the congregation his 
determ ination so to do. 
H e said : 
“ W e 
are willing to render untoC a sar the things 
which are IV s a r’s b u t we will still give to 
God the things th a t are H ii. 
I say, as did 
1’eter, ‘Judge ye w hether we should obey 
mcu rather than G od.’ 
Of one thing you 
may be assured, we shall never recognize 
for a m oment the attem pts of hum an legis­ 
lation to destroy the great sacram ent of 
the Christian church.”

D u e ls in F ra n c e .—A French contem ­ 
porary has recently published a list by 
which it appears th a t during t h ¡ year ju st 
passed there occurred in France tw enty- 
tw o duels arising froty political causes. 
Among these were several which may be 
term ed journalistic, the parties including 
five editors, eight w riters and three direc­ 
tors. 
An Engíish daily, analyzing the list, 
points out th a t the editors w ere particular­ 
ly unfortunate or clum sy, as they were 
wounded in four encounters out of five. 
Of the five cases in which contributors 
were engaged, the knights of the qnill 
were three tim es successful, 
while one 
battle was 
“ w ithout resu lt.” 
From a 
political point of view, th e dem ocratic 
com batant was found to be the weaker 
party. 
There w ere only tw o fatal ren- 
countres. 
In the duel which took place on 
the 2d of June, betw een the C ount de 
IamU and th e M arquis de G il de Oiivores, 
the former was killed ; and in th a t betw een 
M. Dodier and M. de M arsent, on the 23d 
of November, the form er was the victim. 
In tw o instances *o blood was spilled, 
pistols being the weapons. 
M. \\ adding­ 
ton fought w ith th e editor of a country 
paper, and w ounded his adversary. 
The 
journalists m ake a very respectable show 
(or otherw ise) in the dueling statistics.

society of a unique character does not 
take its place in the social system . 
Bene- 
ficient or otherw ise, these organizations 
fam ish new evidence of th e restless activ­ 
ity’ of m odern civilization, and in contem ­ 
plation of th a t fact a philosopher m ight 
find solace. 
One of th e m ost recent and 
singular riianifestations of this social energy 
is found in th e form ation, at Paris, of a 
Post-m ortem Exam ination Society, whose 
members pledge them selves to utilize their 
bodies after death “ for the profit of the 
scientific idea,” by leaving them to the 
anthropological laboratory for exam ina­ 
tion, dissection, or w hatever other p u r­ 
poses m ay seem fit. 
The results of the 
post-m ortem will be draw n up at the low­ 
est price for th e family of the deceased. 
Every m em ber is expected to pay five 
francs annually, in retu rn for which his 
autopsy will be perform ed free of charge, 
provided he dies in Paris. 
The prim e ob­ 
ject of the society is to increase the value 
of post-m ortem exam inations by offering 
subjects whose character and personality 
are know n to the operator. 
I t is supposed 
th a t this knowledge will be especially ser­ 
viceable in respect to persons who die of 
brain disease.

Mr. W ebster insisted th at he m ust 
have some tim e for private study, and 
more than all, th a t he m ust be allowed to 
m arry, which, I hope, is not a singular 
am bition in a young man. 
The great 
soldier and the great lexicographer did not 
m ake a bargain, and perhaps the world 
gained a dictionary and lost a statesm an. ”
